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For my part, I look upon all men and their 
works with a moſt friendly aſpcct, ſo. far as they 
tend to the drawing ſouls towards God, improve- 
ment of holineſs, and advancing the ways of Zion, 
notwithſtanding that ſome expreſſions may not 
juſt accord with what is commonly received.

T HE exceeding great need, and the obligation 
% my duty, engage me to hold forth to you all 
this following writing, called Prophecies and Reve- 
lations of God.

So are a 
people brought off from God, and Satan robs many 
fouls. The Lord Chrijt ſets up his kingdom, ſo fall 
all his enemies. The Lord rules; ſo makes he deſo- 
late the adverſaries, There is a great deal af rag- 
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. 
ing noiſe upon the earth. The mighty pbotentates 
fall Me the Lamb, and the Tyrant is ſlain by the 
cafting of David's fling-ſtone, without force and 
weapons. Who comprehends this myſtery, and who 
under lands this ſecret ? The Lord, the Lord exer- 
giſeth judgment, and the Almighty erects his banner.

Behold there 
comes a mighty Prince out of a land that lies far 
off; and he lays waſte the cities. of his neigh- 
bours: Poland, Hungary, Italy, Germany ſhall 
not be ſpared.

Touching my na- 
tive country (Netherland) This ſhall through the 
heavy judgments of God be brought as it were to 
a deſolation, and the third part of men ſhall not 
remain over therein; for the ſword, the peſtilence, 
and the famine. ſhall waſte away their inhabitants. 
Death ſhall reign among them, and the living 
ſhall ſhun them becauſe of the frightfullneſs of 
the judgments and chaſtening hand of God. The 
Lord ſhall bring his viſitation upon all kingdoms 
and countries of the world. Every one for him-

felf ſhall receive his deſerved puniſhmerit, and 
that ſpeedily. 

There is a diſturbance among the inhabitants 
of the earth: every one ſees his judgments and 
-puniſhment approaching. No man repents him 
as he ought: ſo are they all ſwallowed up of the 
ſame. Behold the kings and rulers of the world 
have grievouſly ſinned, their ſubjects have ſinned. 
The old have ſinned, the young have ſinned, fo 
are they all found guilty, and their deſtruction 
ſflumbers not. The teacher hath finned : the 
learner hath finned : ſo is there alſo a great judg- 
ment laid and pronounced upon their way. Be- 
hold they have miſled the world, and all go a 
whoring after them and cry; here is Chrift : but 
you ſhould not have gone out, but have abode in 
your bed, chamber, and there have ſought for 
Chriſt in your ſouls: for they have ſeduced you, 
and drawn you off from theliving God to vain and 
dead creatures, whom you have believed and fol- 


lowed. Behold ſo comes the Lord, and exerciſeth 


vengeance upon them and you; and the leader, 


and they who are led, fall under the rod and 
chaſtizing hand of God : and lo the ſword of Eli- 
jah goeth againſt all falſe prophets: and their ſol- 
| Jowers execute juſtice againſt them; for they were 
miſerably miſled by them. So doth God exerciſe

The wonders, which God will work among his 
people, are not to be deſcribed. Behold their 


enemies ſhall fly at their coming. The hearts of 


the commanders among them ſhall be weak and 
feeble : and on the contrary Iſrael ſhall be endued 
witha ſpirit of courage and valour fo that ten ſhall 
flay a hundred, and a hundred a thouſand. This 
prophecy is now to be fulfilled. The Lord ſhall 
carry on all wars, before whom all enemies muſt 
fly ; ſo is the ſword of the Lord ſharpened, and it 


is drunk with the blood of the ſlain: and behold 


the Lord judgeth the earth, and all nations are cor- 
rected, and Iſrael is not excuſed: but as the gold is 
zefined in the fire, ſo is a people prepared for the 
Lord for ever.

This time is now; and behold, there is 
a banner ſet up in the Northern part of the 
world; thereunto ſhall all God's mighty ones ga- 
ther themſelves: and lo the Lord ſhall be with 
and under the banner. This is tranſplanted from 
place to place; as the Lord appoints. The peo- 
ple gather themſelves round about the ſame, and 
the nations aſſemble to the Lord.

The 
Lord Chrilt, the prophets, apoſtles and mar- 
tyrs, both of the Old and New Teftament may be 
wiinefles of the ſame : eſpecially thoſe who have 
ſuftered under this fourth monarchy : in Ger- 
many, Italy, France, Spain, in England, Ne- 
therland, and in other lands among the Chriſtians: 
Where we find, that the fourth beaſt hath raged 
exceſſively; and murdered more than all the three 
former beaſts, and hath killed the ſaints and lov- 


ing children of God: and ſo hath made itſelf 
guilty of ſo much blood, tears and ſighs of the 


true children of God.

tily repent. I write theſe things for your better- 
ing: the Lord move your hearts, that you might 
all ſee and underſtand, that the Lord ſpeaks to 
you. I ſhall be found guiltleſs at the laſt judg- 


ment; 
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ment; for I have kept back nothing of the judg- 
ments, and counſel of God concerning you : but 
I have from time to time faithfully made the ſame 
known to your rulers, church-miniſters, and to 
the people, both by word and writing, even as I 
do to this preſent day. The Lord be witneſs be- 
tween you and me.
